Woodward Dies in 


Mob Would not Stand 


Sheriff Ricker’s Assassin Gets

| mutilated the body of Sheriff William 
©, Ricker of Natrona county. 

Woodward, with his wife, Bertha, and 
brother, Clarence, was arrested pre- 
viously on the charge of stealing cloth- 
ing and provisions from a ranch. 

It was alleged that Woodward's 
ranch was the headquarters of a band 
of cattle and horse thieves. At the 
preliminary trial, Bertha Woodward 
was released from custody. The broth- 
ers were held to the District Court, 
but were unable to furnish bonds. On 
the night of December 3, 1901, they 
sawed off the bars of their cells and 
a window and got away. 

At the stockyards east of town 

Charles Woodward secured a pistol, 
which had been placed there by a 
friend. Near Casper he stole a horse 
and rode the animal to his ranch, 
reaching the place on the evening of 
January 2, 1902. Instead of finding 
friends ready to assist him, he found 
Sheriff Ricker and two deputies at the 
house, who were looking for him. He 
went to the barn, intending to aban- 
don his horse and steal one of the of- 
ficers’ animals. It was about 7 o'clock 
in the evening, and was quite dark. 
He mounted one of the Sheriff's horses 
and was ready to ride away, when the 
Sheriff came out of the house and, ap- 
proaching the barn, ordered him to 
surrender. Woodward instantly shot 
the Sheriff through the body and the 
officer fell to the ground mortally 
wounded. Woodward then, it is said, 
went to the dying man and struck him 
in the face with his six-shooter. 
He emptied the Sheriff's pockets, se- 
curing $45, and also took off from the 
body a belt full of cartridges and a 
scabbard. Woodward then dragged the 
body several feet toward the barn and 
left it. He went into the barn, turned 
two of the horses out, sad- 
died the remaining one and rode off. 
He was captured by a posse several 
weeks afterward near Billings, Mont., 
and brought back to Casper. He ad- 
mitted the killing and was convicted 
and sentenced to hang today. Last 
Tuesday the Supreme Court granted a 
stay of execution, which would have 
given Woodward at least three months 
more of life.

The Army 
and Navy Register of Washington, the semi-official organ of army and 
navy circles, will tomorrow publish the following on the Gen. Miles case: 

“Currnt editorial comment, including that of newspapers held 
to be the medium of expression of the Secretary of War, has given 
vent to some remarkable views on the enormity of the crime of candor 
in official speech relating to matters military and legislative. We 
need have no present quarrel with those who are discussing the merits 
or demerits of the army bill for further reorganization. We need not 
agree or disagree with Lieut.-Gen. Miles in what he says of the pro- 
visions of that measure. We need not sustain or deny the plea for its 
enactment made by Mr. Root. There are matters which may be and 
should be carefully considered, and on account of such privilege, of 
necessity we are led to refer to a phase of the situation which dis- 
closed in some quarters a denial of the right and need of anything 
contrary to the departmental plan of army relief. 

“We have witnessed this week an impertinent clamor against 
an officer because he presumed to give his honest views against the 
pending army bill, and we have heard mutterings of some dire ca- 
lamity and disgrace which would overtake him for his attitude. The 
President and Mr. Root have been described as feeling outraged by 
the transgression of candor and as sharing in the plot to punish the 
We refuse to believe that President Roosevelt and his secre- 
tary are cherishing such arbitrary and despotic sentiments. They 
are not capable of harboring dangerous principles in silence when 
discussion will contribute to the desired end. 

We proceed on the theory that Mr. Root and those who have 
aided him in the preparation of this bill have been actuated by sin- 
cere motives ; that they wish to enact a law for the benefit of the army 
and the good of the country. With such purpose they will admit the 
virtue of inquiry and discussion, and will welcome all that may be 
said against their measure in the hope that, if it be unworthy, it will 
fail as it ought to under such circumstances, or if it be worthy, it will 
survive the ordeal of criticism and be stronger for the attack.

PHILIPPINE COINAGE. 
BULLION DOLLAR FOR NATIVES 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PKESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March The Re- 
publican members of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines held a meet- 
ing today, and passed finally upon the 
provisions of the Philippine Govern- 
ment Bill. The currency question was 
the principal topic of conversation 
again today, and the provisions for 
supplying the Philippines with a circu- 
lating medium, as prepared by the sub. 
committees, composed of Senators Al- 
son, Beveridge and Dubois, was finally 
passed upon. * 

This provision, as has been hereto- 
fore stated, is that there shall be coined 
Philippine dollars, of the same weight 
and fineness as the Mexican dollar 
and the British dollar.

Al West, Charles Vandevers and 
Gussie Stoltz, well dressed, and hav- 
ing none of the appearances usually 
expected of crooks, were arrested yes- 
terday afternoon on charges of burg- 
lary. The arrests were made by De- 
tective O'Dea of San Francisco and 
Detectives Hawley and Auble. The 
prisoners will likely be taken north to- 
day, if O Dea receives orders to bring 
them with him. 

The trio are charged with burglariz- 
ing the rooms of Mra. Julius Krutt- 


ficial of the Southern Pacific Company, 
in the Hotel Richelieu, at Van Ness 
avenue and Geary street, San Fran- 
ciseo, the night of the 13th inst. 

Mrs. Kruttschnitt had prepared to 
go to dinner, and left her watches and 
other jewelry in one of the bureau 
drawers, which she carefully locked; 
then locked the doors to her rooms, a 
suite of five rooms on the second fidor, 
and went to the dining-room. An hour 
later she returned to her apartments 
and found the doors locked as she had 
left them. The bureau drawers were 
also locked, but when she opened them 
her watches and jewelry were not 
there. 

Some one with pass keys had evi- 
dently picked the locks to the room 
doors, and the bureau. The thieves se- 
cured an open-faced gold watch, two 
ladies’ gold watches, a diamond brooch, 
a diamond and opal brooch, a small 
hand purse, and a fine pair of opera 
giasses, the lot worth about $2000. 

Soon afterward the San Francisco de- 
tectives found that one of the brooches 
had been pawned by a young man who 
answered the description of Albert 
West, who had been a bell boy in the 
hotel. They also learned that West had 
come to Los Angeles, and O'Dea came 
to look fer him. With the assistance 
of two Los Angeles detectives West 
was located yesterday morning at 
Hotel Van Nuys, He admitted having 
pawned the brooch, but said that he 
had divided the money with a man 
named Charles Brown, and another 
man. He told the detectives where 
Brown lived, in a South Main street 
lodging-house, and there they found 
Brown, alias Vandevers, and the wom- 
an. Guesie Stoltz, alias Alice Stevens, 
who had been a chambermaid in the 
San Francisco hotel. On Brown's per- 
son was found Mr. Kruttschnitt's 
watch, while the woman was wearing 
one which Mrs. Kruttschnitt had lost. 
From Brown, alias Vandevers, the 
officers learned the address of the third 
man in the crime. and telegraphed it 
to San Francisco, so that he could be 
arrested. The woman stated that she 
had been given the stolen watch 0 
that she would not tell about the 
pawning of the braoch by West. The 
prisoners say the other jewelry is in 
the possession of the third man, who 
remained in San Francisco. They will 
not state who actually committed the 
crime, although they admit that all 
profited by it.

HE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

The House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs has voted to report the 
bill of Representative Adams of 
Pennsylvania to reorganize the 
United States Consular service, and 
place it on a new foundation. The 
bill provides for the appointment by 
the President of a committee of two 
Senators, three Representatives and 
one State Department official, to as- 
sist in the reorganization of the 
Consular Service, which is to be ef- 
fected within two years. The consular 
offices are graded with fixed salaries; 
fees are abolished; a board of ex- 
aminers is established, and provision 
is made for an eligible list from 
which appointees may be selected. 

This mea ire, if carried out in the 
spirit whica dictated its introdue- 
tion. promises important results. 
The American consuwiar service has 
done exceliont work of late. The ge- 
ports sent in by consuls from various 
parts of the world are. as a rule, 
practical, and often give informatiou 
of great value to our manufacturers 
and merchants. Still, the service, as 
it is now constituted, has some weak 
points. It has been too much the 
custom to regard a consular position 
abroad as a soft snap” for some per- 
son who has reniered party service 
at home. Consequently, it happens 
too frequently that representatives of 
the United States in foreign cities 
are not up to the standard of the 
average American business man. or 
even of American manhood. It not 
infrequently happens that they are 
lacking in ability. or in character, 
and sometimes in both. 

All this is likely to be changed by 
this new law, should it be passed. 
With the new order of things, under 
which the United States takes its 
place as one of the world powers, it 
is highly desirable and essential 
that we should be represented 
abroad by diplomats and consu’ar 
agents drawn from the best that 
America produces—men who would 
be chosen for responsible positions 
by a priyate firm’ or a corporation. 
To insure the services of such men, 
it is necessary that they should be 
paid a commensurate salary, which 
the United States can well afford to 
do, with perhaps an arrangement un- 
der which they can retire with half 
pay after so many years of faithful 
service. It should also be provided 
that no removal should be made 
from these positions, except for 
cause.

adequate protective tariff system, for- 
eign competition, which has created 
such havoc in the English markets, 
might have been held in check to 
such an extent that it would not have 
so seriously injured British indus- 
tries. The complaints from our 
friends across the sea, of the disas- 
trous effects of American competition, 
“considerable amusement’ in 
the United States, where it is per- 
fectly clear that the Britons hold in 
thelr own hands the power, if they 
should see fit to exercise it, of rem- 
edying. to a considerable extent, the 
evils of which they sometimes com- 
plain so piteously. 

And again, if Great Britain were 
to impose a reasonably high protec- 
tive tariff upon goods imported into 
the United Kingdom—a tariff, let us 
say. averaging as high as the Ding- 
ley tariff—the imperial revenues 
would be enormously increased, a 
great dea! of the more onerous di- 
rect taxation coul be abolished, and 
the burdens of the English taxpayers 
would ‘be appreciably lishtened, be- 
cawse of a better distribution of tax- 
ation. Just now, such relief would 
be especially appreciated. when the 
grievous financial burdens incidental 
to the. war in South Africa are most 
severely felt. It is certainly not to be 
wondered at that there should be. 
under existing conditions, a  well- 
defined sentiment in Great Britain in 
favor of tariff protection. And it 
is @ trifle surprising that a petition 
for, protection, bearing 65,000 names, 
should excite no other feeling than 
that of “amusement” in the House of 


Commons.

LOS ANGELES, March 2%.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] What man or 
woman in Los Angeles has not a direct 
interest in the climate, weather and 
general atmospheric condition of the 
city and its environs? Merchants, 
manufacturers, real estate agents, bust. 
ness men, hotel keepers, storekeepers, 
health-seekers, tourists—-nearly all 
more or less owe their presence in Los 
Angeles today ta the clear skies and 
sunny days with which nature has en. 
dowed this land of progress and pros- 
perity. 

But has it ever occurred to the au- 
thorities that the atmosphere of Los 
Angeles is adualiy undergoing 4 
change for t worse, and that by the 
very agency of those whose interest is 
to preserve it as pure and clear as it 
has been in the past? The recent rains 
have brought to the front the question 
of city drainage, and it is indeed time 
that the streets of this city should 
present an appearance befitting its sige 
and importance. But does it seem rea- 
sonable that while the city goes to the} 
expense of laying sewers for street 
drainage, no attention should be paid 
to the black clouds of smoke which 
daily pollute the atmosphere, and veil 
the sunshine? If this is allowed to con- 
tinue the fair name of Los Angeles will 
eventually ome associated with 
Smut and smoke: tourists and health- 


seekers will cease to come; the value 
of real estate will decline; hotels and 
boarding-houses will be deserted, trade 


will languish, and Los Angeles will 
assume the appearance of a city that 
has seen its best days. Absit omen! 
Yet the remedy is a very simple one. 
Smoke is unburnt, and = therefore 
wasted, fuel. This waste can be in 
large meagure abolished by the use of 
smoke-consuming chimneys or furnaces, 
of which the initial cost would soon be 
repaid by the saving of fuel. This it- 
self is a consideration, quite apart from 
the inestimable value of pu alr and 
unadulterated sunshine. Consfderations 
of comfort are ant to receive ~reater 
attention than 8 of hygiene, 
but in this case th are involved. and 
it remains with the City Councl! to de- 
termine how long this state of things 
shall endure.

The Daily Saratogian (N. Y.) re- 
cently published an article, which said: 

“The evening paper is pretty gener- 
ally conceded by the largest advertis- 
ers as the one that brings the best re- 
turns, for its circulation is largely in 
the home.“ 

This impression is not verified by the 
advertising in the daily papers of New 
York City. A comparison of the 
morning and evening papers for the 
month of February ap re to estab- 
lish the supremacy of the morning pe- 
per over the evening paper, at least in 
the estimate of the advertisers, 

During February the New York 


morning papers carried 2,588,226 lines of 


advertising, of which 1,054,733 were on 
Sunday, against 1,126,418 lines in the 
evening papers. 

Even with the exclusion of the Sun- 
day-morning issues, the preponderance 
of the week-day morning publications 
was 26 per cent.

Instead of leading ail the other cities 
in aggregate gains in black inhabitants.

GEORGE W. PARSONS, 
JUST RETURNED FROM HIS PROSPECT- 
ING TOUR. 


the efperience of George W. Parsons, 
the well-known Los Angeles real es- 
tate man, who returned yesterday after 
an extended prospecting trip through 
Southern California and Nevada; and 
now his friends are trying to square 
themselves. 

Mr. Parsons, accompanied by Prof. W. 


I. Watts, the mineralogist, left the 
middle December last on a thirty 
days’ respecting trip that was to 
carry them into the mining country

But the tour proved so interesting that 
three months and more were consumed 
and over 1000 miles traveled before their 
return.

“I don't look like a city man,“ said

“Well, I'm a mining expert: locator 
of the famous Sucker mine and the 
Cold Feet. Got the Cold Feet now;

Mr. Men- 
doza has located a group of five claims 
at Choix, and has brought with him 
specimens of high-grade copper ore 
taken from the property, which he has 
been working for a year past.

It is Mr. Mendoza's intention to 
erect a smeiter on his property, and it 
is this scheme that brings him to Los 
Angeles. The deposit is in a new dis- 
trict, which has such flattering indica- 
tions that it is said a local syndicate 
is now negotiating for the purchase of 
an interest in the mines. An expert 
has been sent down in zie interest of 
the syndicate, and if a favorable re- 
port is received the transfer will prob- 
‘ably be made. 

There is plenty of wood and water, 
and labor is cheap, miners being se- 
cured at 75 cents a day, Mexican 
money. There is some talk of a ra- 
road being built from Kansas City to 
Topolobompo by the Stillwell syndi- 
cate, and if the plans now being con- 
sidered are carried out, Cholx will be 
on the new line. 

SAN DIBGO'S IRON MYTH. 

San Diego county is minus an tron 
mountain, all because the report of the 
finding of such a deposit was found to 
be falre. Some time ago a report came 
from San Francisco that there was a 
mountain of tron in San Diego county 
which consisted almost entirely of pure 
ore of a high grade. The alleged moun- 
tain was said to be within forty miles 
of the city of San Diego, and people of 
that place were greatly excited over 
the supposed good fortune. Northern 
papers devoted considerable space to 
the remarkable deposit and the story 
grew until President Winsdy of the 
Standard Iron Works run it to the 
ground. 

TOLD IN LETTERS OF GOLD. 

In letters of gold the News-Herald of 
Wickenburg. Artz. reports a big strike 
in the Oro Grande mine, which is 
without doubt the @ichest in ‘that sec- 
tion. gThe mine lies about one and a 
half miles east of Harsayampa, and 
the outcroppings on the property con- 
sist of a quartz porphyry. At a depth 
of 100 feet some very rich ore was re- 
cently struck. The average assay of 
the ore found there was $184.40 to the 
ton. At the prerent time there are 
over 1200 feet of drifting in the mine, 
and almost all the underground work 
ie in ore. It is estimated that already 
$200,000 of pay rock has been blocked 
out.

A Bud with an Apros. 

One of the birds exhibited at the 
sportsman's show of the International 
Forest, Fish and Game Association, at 
the Coliseum, has it in its power to do 
something at a moment's notice any 
wealthy ornithologist in the world 
would give a large sum of money to 
see.

Anti-Push Puts Nicks 
in His Razor. 


Udell for Assembly in 
Seventy-first: 


Argonaut Favors * Governor 
from the Central Part 
of the State. 


Corney Pendleton is hard pressed 
in his race to obtain the Republican 
nomination for his old seat in the 
Assembly from the Seventy-first Dis- 
‘trict. The honorable barber is at his 
wits’ end to escape defeat, and the 
“push” is pulling every string to land 
him in the Legislative hall at Sacra- 
mento. There are three candidates al- 
ready in the field against him, and 
his relegation to the last chair in the 
shop is said to be practically assured. 

Some time ago, Cornex, puffed up 
with imaginary power, decided that 
he would like to be State Senator from 
his district; but the prompt action of 
the anti-machine forces in placing for- 
mer City. Attorney Walter F. Haas in 
the race forced the barber by brevet 
to change his mind, and he reluctantly 
fell back into the Assembly fight. 

In this he is meeting with such 
opposition from the voters of his dis- 
trict that his defeat is almost as- 
sured. 

It is a merry war in the Seventy- 
first, which is the bailiwick of seme 
of the best political fighters in the 
city, and the fun will be fast and 
furious until the end of the cam- 
paign. 

Corney's chief opponent is Charles 
F. Udell, a well-known attorney and a 
former member of the Board of Edu- 
cation. Mr. Udell is an independent 
Republican candidate, and says he 
is making the race solely on his own 
merits, as they are known by his past 
record in public and private life. The 
anti-machine organization leans 
strongly toward him, and he undoubt- 
edly will receive its entire support. 
Mr. Udell says he agreed to run at 
the request of his neighbors and 
friends. His home is at No. 660 bas: 
Adams street, in the geographi-a! 
ter of the district. 

A MACHINE COG. 

The third aspirant for Assembly 

honors is F. A. Stanton, a real estate 


deaier, who lives at No. 420 West 
Thirty-firet etreet. It is said that 
Stanton’s injection into the fight is 


made by the “push,” solely on behali 
of “Corney.” Stanton has been allied 

with the gang for many years, ever 
since the time of Ed Niles, and it Is 

not suspected for a moment that h 
is In the race for the purpose of in- 
juring Pendleton, although Stanton de- 
clares that he and “Corney” are at 
outs. The scheme of the machine is 
to keep the two men in the race, 
drawing such support as they can, 
and then to swing the Stanton men 
to the aid of Pendleton at the proper 
time. 

George L. Sanders, an attorney Who 
is president of the Los Angeles Col- 
lege of Law, is the fourth candidate 
from the Seventy-first District. He is 
young, and never has held a political 
office, but he has high aspirations, 
and would like to occupy one of the 
seats of the mighty. Report has it 
that Sanders is backed by Judge J. 
W. McKinley, whose connection with 
the “push” is of long standing, and 
who tis slated for appointment as loca! 
counsel for the Southern Pacific. 
Should McKinley be the backer of 
Sanders, the reason of his support is 
obvious, 

Sanders declares, however, that he 
is an absolutely independent candi- 
date: that no machine can dominate 
him, and that Judge McKinley is not 
behind him. He says his friends are 
among both factions of the party, and 
that is controlled by neither. 

ANOTHER CHURCH MAULING. 

The young attorney has some strong 
opponents among the residents of bis 
district, and chief of these is Rev. 
Will A. Knighten, pastor of Vincent 
Methodist Church, who, it is said, will 
work strenuously to clip the wings of 
the aspiring young lawyer. Their dif- 
ferences date back to more than a year 
ago, when Sanders took the part of a 
member of the church board who had 
a misunderstanding with Pastor 
Knighten. Sanders is a member of the 
same church, but it is said he has not 
attended lately, and that the feeling 
between him and his pastor is any- 
thing but amicable. 

The anti-machine forces say that 
Sanders is not a factor In the fight, 
and they predict success for Udell. 

CENTRAL STATE CANDIDATE. 
The San Francisco Argonaut, in com- 
menting on the gubernatorial! situation, 
makes the Tollowing observations in its 
issue of the 24th inst: 

“Our objection is not so much to Gov. 
Gage as to the hoggishness of Southern 
California. The south has had the 
Governorship long enough. During the 
last twenty years Southern California 
has had the Governorship for sixteen 
years—Stoneman, Waterman, Mark- 
ham, and Gage. Eight-tenths of the 
time would seem to be enough even for 
Southern California. We think now 
that the time has come to nominate a 
Governor from Central California.

HARRIMAN AT REDLANDS. 

E. H.. Hartiman, president of the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company, 
with his attendant pérty of twenty, ar- 
rived at Redlands last night at 8 
o'clock, two hours and a half behind the 
time they were xenected, in a double- 
headed spec'al train of seven cars. The 
party, which has been traveling over 
the country by easy stages, consists of 
the railroad president, his wife, three 
daughters, two sons, his brother, Wil- 
liam H. Harriman, a private secretary 
and lesser raway magnates. Mr. Har- 
riman was non-committal regarding 
the object of his visit to this Coast, 
saying with a merry twinkle in his eye 
that he “is traveling for pleasure.” 

The party took a ride around the 
town in the afternoon and stayed in 
their private train last night. Mr. Har- 
riman said that it had been their cus- 
tom to travel only in the daytime and 
that this would be kept up when con- 
venient, in orcer that the party might 
be afforded all the sightseeing possible. 

This morning at 11 o'clock the party 
will leave for Riverside and a ride over 
that town will be enjoyed, but as there 
is no schedule for the movements of 
the train it is not known definitely 
when it will arrive in Los Angeles. It 
is probable, however, that Los Angeles 
will be the next stopping place after 
Riverside, and that the party will reach 
here some time tomorrow. The itin- 
erary of Southern California will in- 
clude all of the popular beach resorts, 
Catalina, Mt. Lowe and other points of 
interest. 

PRESIDENT RIPLEY TALKS. 
Rumors of a probable important 
meeting of railroad magnates at Santa 
Barbara have been current for weeks, 
and have been revived by Harriman’s 
four. President Ripley was inter- 
viewed on the subject In the Channel 
City yesterday, and said:

All three are members of the faulty 
of the College of Medicine of the Un- 
versity of Southern California, and to- 
night the complainants will lay their 
case before the Executive Board of 
the college. Dr. Witherbee will prob- 
ably appear and he promises to make 
sensational disclosures. 

It is charged that poor patients are 
tortured and their lives are endangered, 
not “to make a Roman holiday,” but 
to furnish instruction for young doctors, 
in clinics. These assertions of Dr. 


down tke public spine and will doubtless 
lead to a deep probing of the facts. 
JEALOUSY IN IT. 

The trouble arose over the privi- 
leges of physicians from the Medical 
College at the hospital, and savors 
strongly of professional jealousy and 
politics. As the undertakers often 
quarrel for possession of a pauper’s 
cadaver, so do the physicians over the 
privilege of executing interesting op- 
erations in surgery. Complaints hy 
outside physicians are not new and 
have been made frequently under pre- 
vious administrations. Superintend- 
ents have had difficulty in properly 
maintaining their authority so com- 
pletely has the hospital been at the 
disposal of the Medical College under 
the unwritten law of custom. The hos- 
pital rooms, appliances, attachés and 
even the unfortunate inmates have 
been subject to the call of the physi- 
clans of the faculty for the purposes 
of education. But the superintendent 
is seeking self-improvement himself, 
and has presumed to perform certain 
operations without reserving them for 
the clinic or asking permission from 
the faculty. Accord to several phy- 
sicians this is the cause of all the 
trouble. 

The superintendent of the County 
Horpital la vested with almost absolute 
authority by the Board of Supervisors 
in the conduct of the institution, and 
is alone held responsible for results. 
Dr. Witherbee took office last October, 
ond he says the privileges granted the 
college by custom have not been inter- 
fered with, except that he refused to 
wake extra exertions to find cases for 
one physician, who insulted him with- 
out cause. Any physician of the 
lege faculty may send patients to 0 
hospital, to be nursed, fed and cared 
for at the expense of the county, and 
the physician performs his operations 
there. The patient is washed and ott 
erwise prepared for the operation, and 
cared for during the critical period 
after. The operating physician may 
spend but an hour at the hospital, and 
even his instrumente are washed by 
county employés. These extraordinary 
privileges are withheld from the pro- 
feesion generally, being reserved for 
members of the college faculty. — 
DR. WITHERBEE EXPLAINS. 
Dr. Witherbee appraoched the subject 
with reluctance when seen yesterday, 
although much perturbed over the 
matter. With great earnestness he 
stated that his actions have always 
been guided by his sense of duty, and 
attributed the opposition to the fact 
that he has himself performed a few 
rurgical operations, not reserving them 
for the college professors. He said: 
The physicians of the college who 
conduct clinics at the hospital are H. 
G. Brainerd, William D. Babcock, H. 
Bert Ellis, Horace R. Wing. Car! Kurts. 
W. Jarvis Barlow, E. A. Bryant, Gran- 
ville MacGowan and Joseph Kurtz. I 
am myself a member of the faculty. 
and to every one of those men but one 
I have shown all the courtesies in my 
power. Although not required to do soa, 
I have always prepare for their clinics 
and reserved interesting cases for 
them. One of those physicians openlv 
continuing to treat him courteously 
hospital I have refused to put myself 
out to reserve cases for him, and 
never will,

HOSPITAL NEEDED. 

This protest brings to the attention 
of the Council the much-discussed ques- 
tion of a detention hospital. There is 
no doubt that one is needed to protect 
the hotels and ledging-houses from 
sporadic cases of varicloid. The Fi- 
nance Committee has never been able 
to provide sufficient funds for the pur- 
chase of a suitable site and the erection 
of detached cottages. Several times the 
question has been broached. Once an 
appropriation was made for the pur- 
pose, and twice the Council has been 
on the point of purchasing a site. Each 
time the lack of money and the protests 
of property owners in the vicinity of 
the proposed location have defeated the 
plans of the Council. 

It is generally conceded that there is 
no more conscientious officer in the 
employ of the city than Health Officer 
Powers, and he classes Officer Hub- 
bard as the most efficient quarantine 
guard he has ever had. With the 
means at his disposal it is impossible 
for him to satisfy the wants of those 
who are unfortunate enough to 
quarantined. 

Yeterday abe Finance Committee dis- 
cussed the advisability of increasing 
the pay of officer Hubbard from $823.33 
to $199 a month. The officer is now de- 
ing work that has formerly been allot- 
ted to two men. His duties keep him 
employed for sixteen and eighteen 
hours every day. He has thirty-eight 
men under him at the present time, and 
is charged with the purchase of sup- 
plies amounting to hundreds of dollars 
every month. At present he receives 
the same pay as the regular patroimen 
who walk a beat for eight hours a day,

When Speke discovered the very in- 
telligent people of Uganda, on the 
northern shores of Victoria Nyanga, 
he found to, his surprise, that they 
were clad from head to foot in bark 
cloth. They took the fibrous inner 
bark of a certain tree, and by pound- 
ing and working it made a fairly 
serviceable substitute for cloth. 

Speke had seen no other natives, on 
his long African journey, who were 
not rather scantily attired. But the 
Baganda believe in garments that cover 


them from neck to heel. In fact, 
there are very few tribes throughout 
tropical Africa that are so completely 


clothed as the Baganda. 
ge A Stanley visited the same peo- 
ple, later, he found that Arab 
— had carried tons of cotton 
cloth to the great lakes. Well-to-do 
Baganda were wearing flowing robes 
of Manchester cottons, or “Merikani,” 
as they called the product ef our New 
England looms. very man and 
women was fully dressed, all wanted 
cotton cloth, and Stanley predicted a 
great market for cottons, as soon as 


cheaper transportation should lessen 
the cost. 
The railroad is now completed, 


though not yet open to freight traffic, 
The Baganda will be soon able to buy 
all the cheap cotton cloth they want, 
| for freights will be reduced to about 
one-fourth of the price charged these 
many years for costly carriage on the 
backs of men. 

Aller living among the Baganda for 
a long time, Sir Harry Johnston has 
recently returned to Engiand. He has 
some interesting facts to tell about 
these hundreds of thousands of people 
who live on the shores of the greatest 


African 
He says that, though they are a 
very — nation, and are 


almost more squeamish about any ex- 
posure of the person than Europeans 
are, still they are very lax in morals. 
They are decidedly inferior in this re- 
spect to the Kavirendoy tribe, who live 
to the southeast of them. The Kav- 
irondo, in fact, are quite punctilious 
in their deportment. 

The interesting distinction te be 
made between these tribes is that while 
the Baganda, one of the few com- 
pletely-dressed tribes in tropical Africa, 
have no moral code worth mention- 
ing, as far as relations between the 
sexes ate concerned, the Kavirondo, 
one of the few tribes in tropical Africa 
that wear no clothing of any descrip- 
tion, maintain a comparatively high 
standard of morality. 

The contrast between these two peo- 
ples is the most striking illustration 
yet adduced in support of the asser- 
tion, often made, that the moral 
standards in vogue among the bar- 
barous peoples of Africa cannot be 
measured by the amount of clothing 
they wear. 

The Massal women, also, who live 
further east, are completely differen- 


tial from their half-clad sisters of 
other tribes, by the fact that no 
women in the world are more com- 


pletely’ clothed than they are. Every 
line of their forms is entirely veiled 
by the flowing robes that are fastened 
around their necks, and drop to their 
feet: but no one has ever thought that 
the Massal women were at all prudish. 
A traveler who has recently returned 
from the tine of the Uganda Rall- 
read, says that a section of the Maa- 
sal people seems to be threatened with 
extinction. The daughters and moth- 
ers among them took a great fancy to 
the Indian coolies who graded the 
road bed. and when the work was 
done, and hundreds of the natives of 
India left the Massal country, a great 
of the native women went with 


many 

them. 

Sir Harry: Johnston says that 
through the efforts of the numerous 


missiqnaries who are working among 
them. the Baganda, on the whole. are 


moving toward a higher plane of 
morality. These excellent men, who 
have, at leas nominally, converted 


many thousands of the natives to the 
Christian faith, are relieved of one 
burden which their brethren in some 
parts of Africa have thought it im- 
portant to assume. As the Raganda 
are fully clothed, it is not necessary 
to agitate In favor of clothing reform.

WENTY THOUSAND 
ACRES OF BEETS. 


SOMETHING DOING IN VENTURA 
COUNTY THIS YEAR.

Great Increase Means Consequent De- 
crease of the Lima-bean Acreage— 
Child With Horrible Disease Brought 
to Los Angeles.

OXNARD, March 28.—-Owing to the 
present favorable conditions for the 
planting of bects, many acres on 
which heretofore beans were grown, 
are now being planted to suger beets. 


It is calculated that 20,000 acres of 
beets are being planted this season, 
which is an increase over last year 
of 9000 acres. This means a corre- 
sponding decrease in the acreage o 
Iima beans. 

The falling off in beans will be 
mostly on the ‘Colonia grant, where 
generally, large yields are obtained:

IN THE PHILIPPINES.

CHAPLAIN STEWARD LOOKS FOR A 
MIGRATION THITHER. 


Colored Soldiers Who Like the Islands. 
American Negroes Prized as Husbands 
by Filipino Women—Opportunities for 
the Negro. 


IT. G. Steward, chaplain Twenty 
fifth Infantry, in New York Sun:! 
Few things of the future appear more 
probable than that important numbers 
of American colored people will settle 
in the Philippines. 

As soldiers not less than 7000 
have seen the country, and a large 
proportion of those who have been 
here like both the country and the peo- 
ple. Ot the volunteers who served in 
those two model regiments, the Fort- 
eighth and the Forty-ninth, scores 
are coming back into the service that 
they may again visit the Philippines, 
and scores of discharged regulars are 
anxious to remain here. 

Inquiring as to the reasons for this 

eference, I have received in substance 
the following: The colored man feels 
a degree of freedom here that he cannot 
feel in many parts of the United 
States. Asking an old soldier, recently 
discharged, when he expected to go to 
the States, his answer was: 

“I don’t care if I never go. They are 
disfranchising my people all over the 
country. I feel freer here than I do 
at home.“ 

Another old soldier in the time of 
the worst hiking remarked: “I had 
rather soldier here than in some parts 
of the States.” 

These remarks must not be taken as 
indications of disloyaity, but as nat- 
ural echoes from the experiences of 
the winter and spring of 1895-99. 
men feel a joyous sense of their free- 
dom, know the value of their rifles, 
and are all right for the flag and what 
it stands for; but they will not say @ 
“spade is a gold spoon. 

They like Texas a thousand leagues 
away. They remember the remark: 
“There are no colored soldiers; there 
are niggers in uniform, but they are 
not soldiers.” Who can blame them? 

Again it is very easy for the men to 
obtain wives here; women differently 
educated from our women, of course, 
but nevertheless of average moral de- 
velopment, affectionate in disposition 
and according to the manner of the 
country, of thrifty and industrious 

bits. 

Ther are as a rule well formed and 
not iil-looking, and are blessed with 
long, luxuriant hair. It is no unusual 
thing to see women with hair four feet 
long and even longer. They are trained 
to work in the house and field and to 
business also, are domestic in their 
customs and exceedingly pious. 

The American negro as a husband ts 
eo far superior to anything these 
women have ever seen, both in his 
treatment of his wife and in the pro- 
visions that he makes for her, that he 
is looked upon by sensible women as a 
catch, It is a great step upward from 
being the slave of an hombre to be- 
come the companion and helpmeet ofa 
benevolent-hearted American negro. 

it must be remarked also that the 
Filipino and the American negro have 
very much in common in their views 
of life and in their ways of making use 
ef time and energy. When in the 
South directly after the war I often 
saw the newly-acquired home of the 
freedman and the old domicile of the 
cracker.

It would be a 
harmonious uniting of robust, vigor- 
ous progressiveness on the one side 
with delicacy and patience on the 
other, combining the practical and 
poetic, the mechanical and the artis- 
tie. Such a people should be enthus- 
lastic to plan, strong to construct and 
patient and tasteful in finishing.

The Curse of Sargon. 

At the entrance of the Babylonian 
section of the Museum of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, leading into the 
study of Prof. H. V. 
Rabylonian explorer, is a huge stone 
decor socket of Sargon. which is almost 


600 years old. The object is a heavy | 
piece of plutonic rock of grayish white | 


or green color, known as diorite. The 
stone has a small bowl-like indenture 
in the center, into which fitted the 
hinge post of an ancient oriental gate.

Whoever moves 
this inscribed stone, may Baal and 
Shamash tear out his foundation and 
exterminate his posterity.” The stone 
has been removed and brought to Phil- 
adeiphia, notwithstanding the protest 
and curse of King Sargon, and no one 
as yet has been exterminated.—[{Uni- 
versity News Clippings.

“FATHER” CLARK ABROAD, 


EXERCISE AND BATING IN SCAN- 
DINAVIA.

WO questions that fell much about 

a people are “What and how do 

they eat?’ and Hon do they exer- 
cise?” These matters may seem trivial 
and even undignified to write about in 
a serious vein, but you cannot know a 
people until you have been in their din- 
ing-rooms and on their playgrounds, So 
I will not apologize for dealing with 
these homely subjects. 

Let me begin by saying that the 
descendants Df the Vikings live ex- 
ceedingly well. Not that they are ex- 
travagant, but they are good pro- 
viders,” good cooks, know how to make 
the most of their resources, and get up 
many delicate and toothsome dishes. 


much ot little delicacies of fish, flesh 


and fowl. 

The other day I was getting a modest 
breakfast of rolls and coffee in a 
Stockholm café, when a red-faced, 
apoplectic man came stumbling in, re- 
moved his hat, coat, and “galoshes,” 
and sat down at a table near me with 
a sigh of satisfaction. He gave an or- 
der in Swedish which I could not un- 
derstand; but its results soon appeared, 
and I was no longer at a loss to ac- 
count for my friend's apoplectic condi- 
tion. Upon the table arranged for his 
morning delectation were placed four 
different kinds of cold meat, four kinds 
of cold sliced sausage, five varieties of 
fish pickled or cooked in oil, three kinds 
of cheese, bread and butter, coffee and 
two soft-boiled eggs. How much of 
this astonishing variety he made way 
with I did not stay to see, but I pre- 
sume he enjoyed samples of all. 

But the small-bread' table is a fea- 
ture of all meals in Sweden, both in 
public places and in private homes, and, 
so far as I know, is pecullar to this 
great peninsula. 

Let us suppose that we are invited 
to a friend’s home to dinner. The hos- 
teas gives you her arm as her honored 
guest, and takes you out to the dining- 
room. The host ciaps his hands; all 
devoutly fold their palms before them, 
and grace is said. 

Then, instead of sitting down as you 
expect to do, you wander with your 
hostess and the other guests to a little 
side table, the “smirgasbord,” which is 
covered with all manner of delicates- 
sen, with which you are supposed to 
whet your appetite for the more sub- 
stantial meal that follows. If you 
are au fait in Swedish customs, you 
spread a plece of crisp rye cake with 
butter, fish out a sardine or other little 
fish from his box, and make a sort of 
sandwich with one cover. Then, while 
you are munching this you walk 
around the room conversing with the 
other guests until vou are ready tore. 
turn to the charge, make another sand- 
wich, of meat or cheese, perhaps, this 
time, and with this you resume your 
promenade and conversation unti! this 
also is consumed. . 

Perhaps these preliminaries occupy 
ten minutes, and then all are ready for 
business. In a devout household an- 
other silent blessing is often asked 
before this part of the meal is begun; 
and then all are seated, and the din- 
ner of soup and fish and meats and 
dessert, much like an American din- 
ner, is served. 

THE AUTOMATIC RESTAURANT. 

Another gastronomic peculiarity 
which flourishes in Scandinavia is the 


automatic restaurant. It is occa- 
sionally found in other lands, but 
never to the same extent. In Stock- 


holm there are several of these res- 
taurants, and also in Copenhagen, 
Christiania, and other cities; and they 
all seem to do a rushing business, and 
no woncer, for the food is good and 
cheap. Many of them are fitted up 
with elegant glass and mahogany au- 
tomata, out of which the viands issue, 
one are patronized by the best peo- 
ple. 

These automatic restaurants are 
simply huge penny-in-the-slot affairs. 
Through a glass wall you can see a 
row of plates, each on its own tray, 
one above another. in one row are 
cheese sandwiches; in another, ham 
sandwiches; in still another, eggs or 
caviare. You drop a piece 
(2% cents) into the slot; the machin- 
ery is set in motion, and a tray drops 
down with the sandwich you want. 
You take it, together with a knife 
and fork and napkin, to a little table 
near by. Then you go to another part 
of the room, drop 10 dre more into a 
lot. and a stream of hot coffee begins 
to flow, which you catch in a cup that 
you put beneath the automatic spout. 
On the tray you find a little pitcher 
of cream and four small lumps of 
sugar, so that for 5 cents you have ob- 
tained a very respectable light lunch. 

You can repeat the operation as long 
as your 10-ére pieces hold out, or, if 
you wish, you dan get two hot boiled 
eggs and bread and butter for 25 ére. 
Should you be in an extravagant mood 
and desire something more substantial, 
you can drop 50 Ore (13 cents) into 
another slot marked “Oxkott" (beef- 
steak,) and in about two minutes an 
unseen hand will push a small steak 
through a sliding door, and then the 
ghostly hand is withdrawn and you 
are left alone with your beefsteak and 
potatoes. 

At first there is something uncanny 
about the way these phantom dishes 
appear and disappear, but you find 
that after all they are very sub- 
stantial and toothsome. 

Such a restaurant is the quietest of 
places. No waiters 
“Shout it through the hall. 
ve Ses give bread with one fish- 


One or two soft-footed maidens glide 
about the room removing the dirty 
dishes, and another one sits in a little 
booth to change your crowns into 
1l0-Gre and 25-ore pieces; buy that 
is all. 

The guests are quiet and mannerly. 
as is befitting the presence of these 
silent automata; there are no tips 
to give; and the automaton is always 
prom and impartial in serving you, 
and does not flirt with a young man 
near by, and neglect you because your 
hairs are gray. 

GOOD EXERCISE. 

But eating is not by any means the 
chief end of man in Sweden: and, 
where there is good food there must 
be good exercise, in order that diges- 
tion may wait on appetite. And of 
good exercise there is no lack in this 
beautiful northland in winter. 

Cold weather comes early and stays 
late, not bitter, griping cold weather; 
for, though Scandinavia lies opposite 
Greenland and extends far beyond the 
arctic circle, the winters are not 80 
cold as in Northern New England, and 
in many places along the shore where 
the Gulf Stream is felt they are no 
colder than in Washington or Virginia, 
But the cold is more prolonged, steady 
and to be depended on. When it comes 
it comes to stay. Morning after morn- 
ing you wake up to find a bright sun 
shining, the thermometer a little de- 


More than all other nations they make 


low freezing. a delicious, tonicky air. 
calnf and frosty. The sun, t h 
bright after the Ist of January, runs 
low, and the mercury remains at the 
freezing point or a little below it all 
day long—the very perfection of win- 
ter weather. The ice. when once 
formed, remains good for months, and 
in many places sleigh# when brought 
out in November need not be put away 
until the following April, so persist- 
ently does the snow last when once it 
comes. 

What climate, then, could be better 
than this for manly outdoor sports? 
The best skaters in the world are 
found here, and they have abundant 
chance for exercise. The large cities 
have their outdoor rinks that are care- 
fully swept free of snow and main- 
tained with as much care as a boule- 
vard. In the Stockholm rink, for in- 
stance, early in the winter a boom is 
stretched between the akaters’ domain 
and the harbor with which it is con- 
nected, so that no strong wind or the 
wash of a passing steamer may 
break the ice. It is examined by com. 
petent authorities; and, when the pa- 
ternal government says it is safe, 
and not before, skaters are allowed 
upon it. In order that the lessee may 
recoup himself for keeping it in order 
and the ice clear of snow, he ts allowed 
to charge twenty-five dre. or six and 
one-half cents, for entrance. 

The smal! boy who finds his way un- 
der the circus tent would not be slow 
to get on this outdoor rink, but he is 
circumvented by a very simple device: 
for the proprietor cuts the ice all 
around the edge, making a ditch just 
too wide for the small boy to 5 
across. 

A bridge at the toll gate connects the 
ice with the shore, and on the ice tents 
and pavilions are erected, malis are 
roped off for fancy-figure skaters, and 
the rink on a fine day about 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon presents the gayest 
scene imaginable. Rosy-cheeked, fair- 
haired, blue-eyed maidens, stalwart 
young sons of Anak, elegantly-dressed 
men and matrons, the nobility and the 
commonality, here mingle with the ut- 
most good feeling. The best skater is 
the best fellow. King Oscar himself 
often comes here, and buckles on his 
shining skates, and glides about 
among his people in the freest possible 
manner, while the Queen and royal 
Princesses often grace the scene. 

A Swede named Thomas, if I mistake 
not, made the world’s record on skates 
in this rink of Stockholm, doing a 
mile in 2:57 3-6. 

Sometimes the boys make sall boats 
of themselves by hoisting a sail behind 
them, while the boy himeelf is mast 
and rudder. The sail extends about 
two feet above his head and three feet 
on each side, and with the wind he 
can go literally “like the wind.” More- 
over, he can tack with marvelous 
quickness, and, sailing upon the quar- 
ter, can go even faster than before the 
wind. It is a brilliant. novel sight to 
see half a hundred of these human sail- 
boats scudding hither and thither, 
passing one another and crossing, or 
following one another in long proces- 
sion in the ever-changing panorama. 

The skidor and the sparkstottengen, 
or long, runner sieds, also afford ex- 
cellent sport; but I have not room to 
describe them in this article. 

During the weeks I have been among 
them I have come to esteem most 
highly this strong, vigorous, indepen- 
dent, God-fearing race of people, who 
occupy this northern peninsula. I have 
had comparatively little time for sight- 
seeing, but I have had unusual oppor- 
tunities to know the people: and, the 
better I know them, the more I admire 
them. 

Many of my readers will be glad to 
know, also, that they have given a 
hearty welcome to the Christian En- 
deavor idea, and that it gives excellent 
promise of taking deep root and bear- 
ing much fruit in Scandinavia. It is 
among such a people that this plant 
thrives best.
